The reason for this is 
that tbe French use fertilizer on their 
vineyards. Nothing is allowed to go 
to waste.

New York.—That diseased European 
immigrants are “doctored up” in 
great numbers for shipment to this 
country is the charge made by l)r. 

Maurice Fishberg of this city, a spe¬ 
cial inspector of the immigration ser¬ 
vice of the United States, who recent¬ 
ly returned from abroad. Dr. Fish- 
berg spent several months in the old 
world, visiting the European termi 
nals of the big trans-Atlantic steam¬ 
ship lines, and making a special study 
of the shipping of Russian immigrants 
across the German frontier. Dr. 

Fishberg said: 

“The ‘curing’ of diseased aliens for 
admission to the united States lias 
become a tremendous industry abroad. 

Barn ideations of the business may he 
found at Liverpool, London, South¬ 
ampton, Marseilles and at various 
frontier cities of Russia and Austria 
Huugury. in these cities 1 have per¬ 
sonally visited hoarding-houses and 
so-called ‘hospitals’ where emigrants 
suffering from trachoma in its most 
advanced stages were being treated 
that they might pass inspection and 
enter the United States. Trachoma 
is a disease of the eye of which Amer¬ 
ica has a special horror. 

“In Marseilles the ‘treatment’ of 
trachoma has assumed remarkable <1 i 
mansions. Hero most of the immi 
grants from the Orient, from Syria, 

Armenia and neighboring countries 
come on their way to the United 
States. Most of the immigrants re¬ 
port to a man by the name of Anton 
Fares, who refers them to ceitain 
boarding-houses. Later they hub sent 
to Dr. G. Reynaut, ‘20 Boulevarde 
d’Atbenee, for examination. 

“Those who are free from conta¬ 
gious diseases receive tickets and are 
ut onco shipped to Havre. But as 
soon as one of these Orientals is dis 
covered to have trachoma, Fares takes 
hold of the unfortunate immigrant 
and says: ‘There are only two ways 
open to you. You can either go by 
way of St. Nazaire to Mexico, where 
1 have agents to conduct you across 
the frontier into the United States, or 
you can go to a doctor here and get 
cured. Now, the tirHt plan is expen¬ 
sive and dangerous, but the doctor is 
very successful. ’ Of course the poor 
feiiow goes to the doctor, who, by the Southern Pacific Receipts Show Increase 
way, does a nourishing business.”

Washington. — Thomas E. Drake, 
the Superintendent of Insurance for 
the District of Columbia, has address 
ed a circular letter to the Governors, 
Attorney - Generals and Insurance 
Commissioners of all the States and 
Territories, inviting them to attend a 
conference to consider questions re¬ 
lating to insurance at Chicago on 
Thursday, February 1st, at 10 a. m. 
This action follows several confer¬ 
ences on insurance matters which 
have recently been held in New York 
and Washington and an interview with 
President Roosevelt recently. 

Debate on tlie recommendations in 
the President’s annual message re¬ 
garding insurance regulations lias oc¬ 
cupied the House, without a conclu¬ 
sion. The pending resolution refers 
the question to the Ways and Means 
Committee, and in its defense, Payne, 
the chairman, made the argument 
that the only way Congress could con¬ 
trol insurance was through the taxing 
power. To this many objections were 
made. Members said Congress could 
not afford to take the position that, 
the only way Congress could control 
insurance was through taxing it; that 
it should resolutely pursue other 
methods of control until some way 
was fouud which would be effective. 

Indians Paint Girl and Cause Death. 

Seattle. —A special to the Post- 
intelligencer from Vancouver, B. C., 
says: A tragedy of the woods ended 
last week in the death of a pretty lit 
tie girl three years old. For more 
than a year slie had been living with 
the half civilized Indians that inhabit 
tlie almost Impenetrable forests of 
Northern Canada. From village to 
village the police hunted and trailed 
her. With the instinct born of the 
forest the Indians passed her from 
village to village and at last, as a 
more effectual method of disguising 
her, painted her little body with a 
concoction of roots and herbs which 
stained her skin to tho dusky brown 
of tho natives. She was at last locat¬ 
ed by tiie police and taken to the 
home of the Children’s Aid Society 
in Vancouver. But the concoction 
with which she had boon painted had 
poisoned her. Doctors worked on her 
ineffectually and she died. The child 
was the daughter of a Sotoohman and 
a quarter breed Indian girl. The girl 
gave tlie child into the keeping of her 
distant Indian relatives in order to 
be free of it. The baby was very fair 
and was first seen by hunters in a vil¬ 
lage north of Alert Bay. They re¬ 
ported the matter to the authorities 
wlio investigated the case, Anally res¬ 
cuing the baby.

HAD A PRIVATE MINT. 

Prior to the Civil War the Colne 
Passed Current. 

Prof. W. E. Hidden of Newark, N. 
J., spent last week In Rutherfordton 
as the guest of M. O. Dickerson, clerk 
of the Superior court of Rutherford 
county. Prof. Hidden is an eminent 
geologist and mining engineer and his 
name will be recognized as the origin 
of the beautiful stone called hiddenitc, 
a valuable emerald-green gem found 
in western North Carolina, according 
to the Syracuse (N. Y.) Telegram. It 
was so named because of Its discovery 
by Prof. Hidden about 1881 while ex¬ 
ploring Alexander county, North Caro¬ 
lina. 

The Interesting announcement Is 
made concerning the visit of the emi¬ 
nent gentleman to North Carolina that 
he Is here seeking data concerning the 
late Christopher Beehtler, who was a 
resident of Rutherfordton many years 
prior to the civil war, and there coined 
the gold mined in the mountain region 
round about. The Beehtler one-doliar 
and flve-dollar pieces were once exten¬ 
sively circulated In North nnd South 
Cnrollna and passed at their face value 
everywhere. 

The fact Is they contained a greater 
ratio of gold than those of the United 
States mintage, but under the coinage 
laws of the government the Beehtler 
mint had to close shop. Thousands of 
dollars meanwhile had gone into eir 
eulatlon, but many of the coins drifted 
to the United States mint at Charlotte, 
where they were remlnted, while oth¬ 
ers fell into the hands of parties who 
preserved them as curios. We have 
seen quite a number of them In upper 
South Carolina, hut those who pos¬ 
sess them cannot be induced to part 
with them. These North Carolina 
coins bring all kinds of prices, and he 
is a lucky mnn who has one or more 
of them. 

Prof. Hidden during his visits to 
North Carolina learned of Mr. Beehtler 
and Ills mint and became greatly in¬ 
terested. He Is gathering data- to 
write n biography of Beehtler and n 
history of his coinage operations. It Is 
stated, however, that ho will get out 
an edition of only 250 copies of his 
hook. Prof. Hidden has a fine collec¬ 
tion of Beehtler coins and wants more 
of them, offering handsome prices for 
this historic North Cnrollna gold 
money.

HOW MANY FARMERS WILL OP. 

ERATE THEIR FARMS. 

Agriculturist May Read His Newspaper 
in the Shade of the Old Apple Tree 
While Electricity Does His Work 
Railways Will Furnish Rarer. 

The genera! managers of the big In- 
terurban lines radiating from St. Louis 
have determined to keep abreast of the 
times, and will supply power to farm¬ 
ers for any purpose It pleases them to 
adapt it. All the farmer has to do is 
to Install his motors and the trolley 
lines will do the rest. They will run 
the wires from their lines to his farm, 
making the terminus at some central 
point, say, the barn, for example, and 
give him all the current he desires at a 
low meter rate. It means halcyon days 
for the farmers, and only those who 
have Installed the electric power can 
fully appreciate what a saving of labor 
It means, and what an increased earn¬ 
ing power it gives the farm. Already 
many farms In Ohio and Indiana use 
electricity obtained from a nearby trol¬ 
ley line. 

On those farms where electric power 
has been installed it has been used for 
a greater variety of purposes than 
even the original projectors of the 
scheme, the lnterurban trolley compa¬ 
nies, ever dreamed of. The American 
fnrmer demonstrates his logical meth¬ 
ods of reasoning In this use of It. 
"Why,” says he, “If I have a motor 
capable of running my corn huskers, 
water pump, wood saw, grindstone 
and threshing machine nnd leaving me 
a surplus of power besides, shouldn’t 
I apply some of this power to the 
kitchen and thps save Marin a few 
backaches?” And so he does. A small 
motor Is rigged up in the kitchen, and 
by means of a shaft and a series of 
pulleys the washing machine Is oper¬ 
ated by electricity, as well ns the 
churn, the snusageinaklng machine, the 
sawing machine, the bread mixer and 
tlie wringers, and sometimes even Iron¬ 
ing cylinders are set up nnd the flat¬ 
irons banished to oblivion. Like her 
husband, the farm wife has no more 
manual labor to perforin, nothing to do 
on wash day but pack the clothes In 
the washer, nnd the electrical current 
does tin* rest; place (he wet garments 


street car, with a trolley pola attached. 
Then he had posts erected at suitable 
Intervals along two sides of the fields 
in which he Intended to use his electric 
motor plow and along these was strung j 
a stout steel wire rope. 

Now he was ready for the unique 
feature of his plan. Two uninsulated 
copper wires were suspended between 
the two lines of the steel rope, one the 
feed and the other the return, nnd at¬ 
tached to them on a pulley arrange¬ 
ment, so that they could be moved 
easily along the field, while at one end 
they were connected with a heavily 
Insulated cable, which carried the cur¬ 
rent from the main feed wire to the 
field wire. The field wire was support¬ 
ed on poles with forked glass tops, 
modeled somewhat after the clothes 
pole idea, which could be removed 
when the motor plow reached any of 
them, and placed back of It, thus en¬ 
abling the motor to be driven at will 
through Its trolley pole connection, 
while the wire carrying the current 
was always kept at a fair distance 
above the field. The plow was fas¬ 
tened to the front of the motor car 
and both were operated from the seat 
on the motor box. It sounds cumbrous 
to describe, but the farmer used the 
method successfully for plowing, har¬ 
rowing and harvesting, did all In less 
time than It could have been done with 
horses and at one-third the direct ex¬ 
pense, to say nothing of a greater 
quantity of crops for the market. 

Other farmers use storage battery 
cars for such purposes, but, after all, 
thetr use Is comparatively restricted, 
most farmers contenting themselves 
with the application of electrical pow¬ 
er to stationary machinery and the 
farm Is not up to date that doesn't use 
It when situated anywhere near a trol¬ 
ley line.

on the wringer board, ptess another 
button, and, presto, the clothes need 
only he shaken out nnd are ready for 
drying. She does not have to chop 
meat by hand or strain her shoulder 
muscles mixing bread. All these and 
many other tilings which require pow¬ 
er, and for which the use of machinery 
Is possible, nre performed by mechani¬ 
cal means, just as the wood Is cut up 
by a hand saw driven by electricity in 
the barn, nnd the feed chopped, the 
corn husked, the water pumped, the 
grindstone driven, and so forth. 

These things are common, everyday 
features of farm life now along the 
lines of the iuterurban trolleys which 
agree to furnish power for such pur¬ 
poses and few deeltne when proposi¬ 
tions toward the end are made, for It 
furnishes a substantial means of rev¬ 
enue to the companies; but some farm¬ 
ers have gone beyond the application 
of power to stationary machinery and 
nre obviating the need of horses on the 
fnrm by working their plows, harvest¬ 
ers, cultivators, harrows and all Unit 
sort of thing by electric motors. IIow 
one farmer did this in Ohio is an in¬ 
teresting example of adaptation of 
modern appliances. This farmer was 
nlrendy operating every piece of ma¬ 
chinery that he could about his farm 
by electricity, but horses were still 
used for plowing and harvesting. The 
upkeep of these represented a consid¬ 
erable Item, whereas the three horse¬ 
power motor in his barn, which did the 
work of five men, had never cost him 
more than $7 a month, and frequently 
much less. The difference appealed to 
his economical soul, hut at that time 
no electrical plows or harvesters were 
on the market; Uielr use was deemed, 
even by electrical supply companies, a 
part of the millennium wo are prom¬ 
ised, but which Is not on the cards of 
the present. Accordingly the farmer 
became a student of electrical applica¬ 
tion and methods of power. If the 
electric supply companies couldn’t help 
him he proposed to help himself. Dur¬ 
ing the winter he had a small motor 
placed on a low-bodied wagon, not 
vary much dissimilar to the truck of a

THE TOWER OF BABEL. 

Illatory l.enves No Data liy Which 
to KNlluiate ll.i llelK'ht. 

The exact date of the building of 
“Nimrod’s Folly." as the Chaldeans 
say in alluding to the Scriptural tower 
of Label (the Armenians speak of it 
as the Tower of the Confusion of 
Tongues) or the height to which it pen¬ 
etrated the rarefied atmosphere of the 
oriental plains will perhaps never lie 
known. The date of the laying of the 
foundation of the famous structure is 
usually set at 2,257 years before Christ, 
or in the year of the flood 101. 

Tlie expression of tlie sacred his¬ 
torian that its top was to "reach un¬ 
to heaven” Is now generally set down 
as a strong Hebrew phrase denoting 
a very lofty tower, but not necessarily 
meaning that one would reach to the 
abiding place of the Lord and Ilis 
hosts. Proof that this Is probable may 
he found in several places in the holy 
writ. The walls of the cities of Ca¬ 
naan are described by Moses' in similar 
phraseology. The spies sent out by 
him returned and reported that the 
cities of that country were great and 
were "walled up to heaven.” See Deu¬ 
teronomy 1:28, 0:1. There is a Jewish 
legend in the Talmud which tells us 
that God did not put a stop to the 
building of the tower until after it hud 
reached a height of 10,000 fathoms, 
which is equal to nearly twelve Eng¬ 
lish miles. 

The sacred historians have not in a 
single instance left data upon which 
we can base a calculation of its exact 
height and general dimensions, and it 
is because of this omission that the 
imaginative orientals and other ancient 
writers have given such fabulous and 
extravagant traditions concerning it. 
Even St. Jerome alleges from the tes¬ 
timony of eyewitnesses who claim to 
have seen and examined the ruins of 
the skyscraping shaft that in his day 
(horn 345 A. D.) it was over four miles 
high. While considering these unten¬ 
able notions it mny not he out of place 
to mention that other fanciful writers 
make its height range all the way 
from a single furlong to 5,1X10 miles in 
height.—Pittsburg Press.

SEQUOYAH WAS A GENIUS. 

Wat Inventor of Alphabet and Call¬ 
ed “American Cadnina." 

Sequoyah, for whom it lias been sug I 
gested that the proposed new State he 
named, was a genius of his day, and 
all Indians have agreed that it is name 
should he perpetuated by giving it to 
the State, if separate statehood is j 
granted, says the Muskogee (I. T.) cor 
respondent of the St. Louis Globe-Deiu 
ocrat. 

Sequoyah was half German, and his J 
German name was George Guess 
Gliiest. lie was born in the old Cliero 
kee Nation. Georgia. He could neither 
read nor write, yet was the inventor 
of tlie Cherokee-American alphabet, 
and was styled among the Indians as 
the American “Cadmus.” He was born , 
about 1703. and died in IS IT. while in 
search of a lost hand of Cherokee In 
dians in Mexico. He perfected tin' al¬ 
phabet in 1821, and since 1829 books 
and newspapers have been published ( 
in the Cherokee language. In 1822 lie 
moved to the new Cherokee Nation. 
Indian Territory, and lived near where 
tlie town of Muldrow now stands, his 
trading post being Fort Smith, Ark. 
some of the old inhabitants of which 
still remember him. 

The Cherokee-American alphabet 
contains eighty-six characters, and is 
one of the wonders of the world, eon 
sidering the fact its originator was 
an illiterate Indian. The Indian mind 
is remarkable for its association of 
ideas, and the idea of writing by Se 
quoynli's method was at once asso¬ 
ciated with branding cattle, and to lids 
day the words, writing, printing or 
branding are expressed in the Chero¬ 
kee tongue by the same word: "De- 
gnh-la-tnh naah.” Sequoyah carved 
the various characters out of tlie hark 
of trees, and to this fact 95 per cent 
of the Clierokees owe their ability to 
read and write. 

Tlie Bible was translated into the 
Cherokee language and lias been die 
means of teaching Christianity among 
these Indians. The Cherokee Advo¬ 
cate. established at Tnhloqiiah in 18-14, 
is still in existence, and is the only 
newspaper of tin' kind in the world.
